Taft Shouts “Go It Again!“

Asks Chicago’s Aid. 


President Taft's address, strictly informal 
and spoken without a manuscript, asked di- 


rectly for the codperation of Chicago in push- 
ing his conservation policy, as expresesed 
in his Janpery special message through the 
present session of congress. 


Hé pleaded specifically for aid from Chi- 


cago and its tributary territory to the bill 
which he considered of the utmost impor- 
tance—a bill which would legally authorize 
the withdrawal by executive order of public 
lands from entry and leave the entire con- 
sbrvatlon question in statu quo, as President 
Taft expressed it. until congress can agree 
as to rational and mutually satisfactory 
terms concerning private title to public lands 
which may possess mineral, water, or phos- 


phate rights. 


Indorse Conservation Policy. 

To this plea the president received an en- 
thusiastic response. Before the president 
departed from the Auditorium stage a reso- 
lution, introduced by former Congressman 
George E. Adams, had been adopted pledging 
the support of eighteen of the city’s leading 
business and civic organizations to the active 
and energetic support ot the Taft conserva- 
tion policy. 

It was the one big public affair which was 
attended by the président, arranged under 
the auspices of the Chicago committee of the’ 
National Conservation association. Every 
seat from orchestra pit to the top gallery 
was occupied. On the stage was a notable 
body of Chicago business and professional! 
men. In the boxes were representatives of 


Chicago society, of the organizations repre- 


sented in the membership of the Chicago 
committee, and of the commercial and civic 
life of the city generally. It is probable that 


a more distinguished and at the same time 


cosmopolitan Chicago audience never has 
greeted a president. 

The president was received with a great, 
big hearted cheer of greeting. The Twenty- | 
seventh infantry band from Fort Sheridan 
started My Country, "Tis of Thee,” and the 
president led the singing of each of the four 
verses. 

Deneen and Lorimer There. 

Gov. Deneen and Senator Lorimer were in 
the immediate presidential entourage. 

Senator Lorimer applauded generously 
during the early part of the presidential ad- 
dress, He was noticeably silent, however, 
when the president referred to the opposi- |} 
tion Which he was receiving on his conserva- 
tion program from a certain strong element 
in Washington. „hen the president thrust 
deep at the lake-to-the-gulf fourteen foot 
channel project the junior senator developed 
visible signs of personal pessimism with the 
utterances of the executive. Gov. Deneen did 
not demonstrate either that he was particu- 
larly pleased. 

Walter L. Fisher, who has been known as 


a once friend of the administration on its 


conservation ideas, seemed to be quite well 
satisfied with ‘what the president had to say. 
Mr..Fisher sat on the front row of the stage 
and ane cheerfully and frequently.

Passing of Land Empire. 

„We had in 1860 about a billion acres; or a 
billion and one hundred million. We have now 
about 700,000,000 acres in the Unjted States 
proper. But that is at the. mountain top. 


That is in the arid plains of the west, and 


nearly all the tillable land, where moisture 


‘falls at seasonable times in the year, has 


gone. And, to use a colloquial phrase, for 
additional acreage with which to produce 
the food for our rapidly increasing popule- 
tion, we are up against it. [Loughter. ] 
„Now the question ig, How are we going to 
increase that acreage? Well, we have an 


agricultural department, and that has taught 


the farmers in the country how to make two 
blades ot grass grow where one grew before; 
it has taught the farmer the science of the 
treatment of soll and it has developed a sys- 


tem of so-called dry farming that makes 


thousands and hundreds of thousands of 
acres of what seemed an arid plain possible 


‘to cultivate and bring good crops. 


„ We have initiated a ‘system of reclama- 
tion of arid lands. That means the saving of 
water in reservoirs at the times of year when 


‘the water falls, and then holding it there and 


transmitting it to this land, that seems en- 
tirely desert and sandy and incapable of pro- 
ducing anything but sage brush, and putting 
it on at regular times so that that land bears 
t or four times what ordinary tillable 


land in the east will bear. 


Many Projects Initiated. 

“Thirty projects of this character have 
been initiated and several have been con- 
ceived. In the earnestness in which the 
work was done and the pressure that con- 
gressmen and senators have brought, they 
have gone a little ahead of themselves. 

“The plan was that this reclamation prog. 
ect was to be carried out by the proceeds of 


‘the sales of the public land everywhere, and 


that then, after the construction of these 
great irrigation. enterprises, the water rent 
which those who take land as government 
settiers would have to pay for the use of 
the water would constitute a fund replen- 
ighed all the time to be used in continuing 
and expanding those irrigation projects.

Regulars Battle for Time. 

The standpatters were fighting for time and 
reinforceménts.

They sent scouts all over the city for absent 
members, carried two sick men into the 
chamber and telegraphed peremptory orders 
to three New Yorkers to come to their aid. 
Even then they failed, the lest vote, at 1:60 
a. m., being 141 against @ recess to 184 in 
favor of it, 

Ready for All Night Fight. 

The itisurgents prepared for an all night 
continuation of the struggle while the regu- 
lars resumed their stubborn filibuster. f 

The Democrats and insurgents greeted 
each speaker from the Cannon side with yells 
of “ Rule!” Rule! but this had no effect 
on Cannon, wha, white of face and serious 
of mien, watched the battle for his political 
life.

It was then discovered that the regulars, 
unable to break the alignment against them.

Move to Arrest Missing Members. 

At 2:35 a. m. a roll call, taken to test the 
question of a quorum, showed 154 members 
present. This is less than a quorum. Rep- 
resentative Underwood (Dem.) of Alabama 
arose and made a motion that the sergeants 
at arms be instructed to.go out and arrest 
members who had absented themselves and 
bring them before the bar of the house. 

At 3 a. m. the officers were undertaking to 
carry out these instructions—the Democrats 
and insurgents remaining in their seats with 
the evident intention of holding out through 
the early morning hours. 0

A lynching was stayed tonight for the pur 
pose of securing a confession from the men 
brought here from Memphis, Tenn., early to- 
night, a ling to the declaration of the 
mob leaders. The jail dellvery took place 
Monday night, twelve prisoners escaping, 
and tt is believed a of negroes living 
in Marion aided in the escape. One of the 
negro prisoners who escaped was the assassin 
of a leading resident. 

the arrival of the negroes, Charles Rich- 
ardson and Bob Austin, an ex-convict, the 
two deptty sheriffs in charge were over- 
powered. Sheriff Lewis pleaded with the mob 
in vain. Ropes were thrown about the 
negroes’ neck and they were dragged through 
the streets of the town. 

Shortly before midnight the mob locked its 
prisoners in the Marion jail, leaving a heavy 
guard in charge. A number of negroes on 
the etreets beaten and threatened.

From the moment President Taft stepped 
from his private car at Thirty-third street 
and the Pennsylvania railroad’ until he 
reached his apartments at the La Salle hotel 
he was the recipient of a continuous round 
of cheering and other salutations from the 
tens of thousands of men, women, and chil- 
dren who flanked both sides of the boulevards 
along which the parade moved. 

And the president was pleased—mightily 
pleased—and he saidso. Only one thing other 
could have contributed anything to the color 
ahd gayety of the presidential welcome: The 
sun might have driven away the clouds that 
overcast the sky during the early morning 


hours. The president noted at once that this. 


detail had been neglected, and he said to the 
reception committee, in mock complaint: 

„Nou overlooked one thing—you forgot to 
provide a bright, sunshiny day.” 


Police Keep Streets Clear. 


It is doubtful if any better police arrange- 
ments ever were made for a parade in Chi- 
cago. ef Steward had the whole line of 
march blocked out almost before daylight, 
and every street along which the president 
and his numerous escort were to pass was 
kept free of traffic. The entire width of the 
roadways was reserved for the paraders, and 
not a person was permitted to step off the 
sidewalks after the march began. 

Even in the downtown district, where many 
another parade had met a woeful fate at the 
hands of surging crowds, there was the same 
strict order. So heavy was the guard of 
police that it seemed as if the president were 
passing between two solid) walle of guards. 

Mr. Taft was still at breakfast when his 
car was switched down to the temporary sta- 
tion at Thirty-third street, and there was a 
slight delay in admitting the reception com- 
mittee. Capt. Archibald Butt, the presi- 
dent's military aid, was the first to greet the 
committee, which he escorted into the car. 
The committeemen were Gov. Charles 8. 
Deneen, Mayor Fred A. Busse, Gen. Fred- 
erick Dent Grant, U. S. A., President M. J. 
Faherty of the Irish Fellowship club, Fred 
W. Upham, and Elbridge Hanecy. 


“Glad to See You, Boys.” 

President Taft greeted the committeemen 
with Glad to see you, boys,” and called 
every man by his first name. 

Outside the car a great crowd had gathered, 
and it required the united efforts of several 
files of militiamen of the Seventh regiment 
and several squads of police to maintain the 
prescribed lines. 

When President Taft appeared he was 
cheered loudly, and the applause continued 
as he walked down to his automobile. With 

Chief of Police Steward and his mounted 
police leading the way, and Col. Moriarty 
and his Seventh regiment boys following, the 
parade was started in Thirty-third street 
amid the din of cheers and a confusing wav- 
ing of American and Irish flags. 

Handkerchiefs fluttered from every win- 
dow and women in upper windows cheered so 
lustily that the ent’s attention was at- 
tracted more than once from the crowds 
along the streets, and he raised his face and 
saluted those who were looking down at him.

Several hundred children were 
drawn up in front of the school building, and 
as the president approached and passed they 
waved flags, cheered, and sang patriotic 
songs.

Further along, at Michigan avenue and 
Fourteenth street, the Officers and mei of 
engine company 104 were drawn up in front 
of their quarters in full dress, and as the pres- 
ident passed they saluted and the gongs in 
the engine house tapepd out a noisy welcome.

TELLS HIS RAILROAD CAREER 
TO GATHERING OF ENGINEERS. 


President Recalls Days When, as Fed- 
eral Judge, He Built or Buried Trans- 
portation Lines, N 


President Taft was behind his schedule 
when he arrived at the Congress hotel at 
4:40 o' clock to address the convention of the 
American Railway Engineering and Mainte- 
nance of Way Association. He was welcomed 
by Wiliam McNab, president of the associa- 
tion and principal assistant engineer of the 
Grand Trunk railway at Montreal. The pres- 
ident aroused laughter by saying he was par- 
ticularly glad to meet and cultivate the 
graces of a Canadian at this time. 

“I suppose I should surprise you,” he said, 
“if I should tell you that I have done a good 
deal in the way of railroad repairing and 
railroad construction in my time. For some 
years I was United States Circuit judge in 
that part of the eountry where most of the 
railroads went into the hands of recetvers. 
You know that the first thing a receiver 
does is to consult his maintenance of way 
man and engineer to see how many certifi- 
cates. he ought to issue.

“ These two writings reveal St. Patrick as 
the man. They are written in inelegant 
Latin, and in them he frequently calls him- 
self an ignorant and iliy-educated sinner. 
“With all his modesty, however, he shows 
himself forceful, enthusiastic, fervently reli- 
gious, spiritually minded. and determined to 
carry out his purpose, though at times giv- 
ing expression to a longing to return to the 
home of his youth where he might enjoy 
again association with his family and the 
friendship of his friends. | 

*“ Certainly all the evidence tends to show 
that he was a great man, a great leader, a 
holy man, and one to whom all Irishmen 
may well look with reverence and gratitude 
as their patron saint. 

Ireland never was within the direct con- 
trol and influence of the Roman empire. 
Why the Romans did not go to Ireland may 
not be entirely clear. Cesar went into Brit- 
ain because the association was 60 close 
between the Cej}ts of Britain and the Gauls 
that it seemed necessary for Roman security 
to suppress freedom and license in a coun- 
try so near to Gaul. 


Reverence for the Reman See. 


grating in its power, its influence, its civ- 
ilization, and its language continued to 
spread. In the fifth century by Constantſne's 
declaration Christianity had become the re-

formation of this Irish code there is reason 
to believe that St. Patrick nad a prominent 
rt. 

„St. Patrick introduced into Ireland the 
Latin language. It became the language of 
the church all over the island, and it made 
a union with Rome that has never since been 
broken. He laid the foundation of the cul- 


ture and the spread of education and the 


development of the liberal arts which put 
Ireland in the forefront of civilization for a 
thousand years. : 

Erin’s Sad History. 

Her history thereafter is a sad one. Had 
the Romans conquered her as they did Brit- 
ain; had the Saxons followed, and-then the 
Normans, so as to make a homogeneous peo- 


history and the same interests, the same race, 
we should not have had the tale of sorrow, of 
injustice, of outrage, of poverty, suffering, 
and neglect that fill the pages of Irish history 
from soon after the Norman conquest of Eng- 
land to the early days of the last century.

The president received the committee 2 
in his suite at the La Salle hotel soon 
the termination of the public parade, aaa 
the general scheme of the endowment fund 
was discussed. Cyrus McCormick, chair- 
man of the committee, was prevented from 
attendi the meeting by reason of business 
that d detained him in New Vork, but 
the other members were present and partici- 
pated in the discussion. These committee- 
men were John J. Mitchell, E. B. Butler, 
Jobn V. Farwell, Charles G. Dawes, and Jdbn 
G. Shedd. 

If the opinions expressed by President Taft 
and the committeemen shall be carried out 
am early appeal will be made to the peeple 
of Chicago and Illinois for subscriptions to 
the permanent endowment funé for the na- 
tional Red Cross. The first $500,000 of the 
proposed fund was subscribed recently by 
the people of New York, and it is hoped an 
equal amount will subscribed: in IIII- 


Appeal Made by President. 

“The American Red Cross is lame, said 
President Taft, because it has no perma- 
nent fund the income from which can be 
devoted immediately to the relief of any 
emergency the moment it arises. Miss Mabe} 
Boardmnan, who ims made the Red Cross 
what it is, asked me to appeal to you in the 


hope that you would be able to do something 


in this city to increase the permanent fund.“ 
At certainly is a surprise to me, said Mr. 
Mitchell, that the American Red Cross has 
no emergency fund. Japan has a fund of 
$4,000,000, Germany a fund of $2.500,000, and 
England a fund of $2,000,000. The interest 


on these funds enables these countries to give

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GET RID OF THE THIRTY CLERKS. 

The city’s special assessment business 
is a good sized one. The collections range 
from $5,000,000 to $7,000,000 a year. 
There are employed ih one or another 
city department sixty clerks ‘who have 
something to do about special assessments. 
It is said that half of them are unnecés- 
sary, and nobody seems to question the 
statement. 

If anybody should atk why sixty men 
should be employed when thirty would 
do, the answer is that it is because the 
special assessment system is as the city 
controller recently called it, “ @haotic.” 
The board of local improvements, the city 
collector, the ¢ity controller, the city 
treasurer, each has a fimger in the pie. 
Each. keeps records which are to a certain 
extent duplicates of those kept by the 
others. If the long string of entries 
which has to be made in a book in the 
office of the board of local improvements 
has to be made in another big book in the 
city collector’s office, there has to be an- 
other clerk. 

The United States Steel corporation, 
which can afford to pay unnecessary 
clerks, would not do it. Neither would 
any other corporation. Why should the 
city do it? As is the frequent custom 
when simplicity in municipal methods 
with consequent economy—is suggested, 
the lawyers say many intricate legal 
questions” are involved in a change of the 
special assessment system. There is no 
law which compels the city to spend $25,- 
000 of the taxpayers’ money on superflu- 
ous clerks, Therefore, instead of conjur- 
ing up legal obstacles it should change 
the system. 


DISMISSAL ‘OF CADETS FOR HAZING. 

There is reason for congratulating the 
house committee on military affairs for its 
action regarding West Point hazing. In 
spite of strong pressure it has decided to 
report favorably on the senate resolution 
providing for graduated punishment for 
hazing at the military academy. An 
amendment has been added by which 
cadets dismissed for hazing cannot be re- 
instated within a period of two years from 
the date on which they would have been 
graduated were it not for the dismissal. 

This practically makes such dismissal 
permanent and will go a long way toward 
strengthening the authorities at West 
Point. If cadets are not taught discipline | 
in the military academy, it can hardly be 
expected that they will learn it after they 
enter the army. 


BETTER CONDITIONS FOR CITY AND 
COUNTY EMPLOYES. 

The lastof sixteen men infected with 
tuberculosiqin one department of the old 
county building has just died. What the 
total fatalities due to insanitary condi- 
tions there and in the city hall are is not 
known, but they must have been appall- 
ingly large.

Lord Macdonald seems to have been advised that 
questions would be raised as to the legitimacy of his 
elder children, since his Church of England marriage 
was equivalent to an admjssion fhat he did not regard 
his previous union to Lady Macdonald as valid. 

This view was adopted by the family, and accord- 
ingly an uncle of Lord Macdonald, Alexander Bosville 
by name, bequeathed his large fortune and his valu- 
able estates in Yorkshire to him with the distinct 
stipulation that the entire property should go to the 


peerage and to the Scotch estates. 

When Lord Macdonald died his eldest son, born be- 
fore the church marriage of his parents, was therefore 
perfectly satisfied to abandon all claims of succession 
to the peerage and family honors and to receive pos- 
session of the whole of the Bosville property, assum- 
ing the name and the arms of Bosville. His younger 
brother, Godfrey, born after the church marriage of 
his parents, became fourth Lord Macdonald and re- 
ceived the Scotch estates, which, heavily’ incumbered, 
produced at the best but little revenue. 

— 


Before many years were past this fourth Lord Mac- 
donald became involved in serious financial difficulties. 
This was in the middle of the last century. He there- 
upon began an extraordinary suit to establish the 


of affection or friendship but quite the reverse. 

For if he could obtain a decree from the.courts es- 
tablishing the legitimacy of his elder brother then the 
latter would be obliged to take possession of the bar- 
ony,.the baronetcy, and the Scotch estates, including 
Armidale castle on the Isle of Skye, and he would have 
been compelled at the same time to surrender the Bos- 
ville property in Yorkshire to Godfrey. This suit fell 
through on the grounds that while, according to Scotch 
law, the church marriage of the third Lord Macdonald 
and Louisa Edsir might have legitimized their children 
born prior to the ceremony, it did not do so in the 
eyes of English or Irish law, and thus was insufficient 
to enable the fourth Lord Macdonald's elder brother to 
succeed to the Irish barony of Macdonald. 

Alexander Bosville, as well as his son and grandson, 
were left in undisturbed possession of the Bosville 
property. In fact, they have been in possession of 
the estates for sixty years, which tenders their title 
thereto absolutely indefeasible. 

The present Alexander Bosville and owner of the 
Bosville estates in Yorkshire is the great-grandson of 
the third Lord Macdonald and of Louisa Edsir. While

Accordingly he started some three or four years ago 

an action at law to establish the legitimacy of his 
grandfather, the point turning on the question as to 
whether the latter's father was legally domiciled in 
Scotland and thus within the jurisdiction of Scotch 
aw. Alexander Bosville managed not only to furnish 
trong evidence in favor of his great-grandfather’s 
Scotch domicile but also of the circumstance that he and 
Louisa Edsir lived together in Scotland as man and 
wife before their Church of England marriage. 

When all the case had been heard and both parties 
were looking for a dedision the presiding judge last 
fall issued a declaration which was as unsatisfactory 
to the one party as to the other. For, shorn of its old 
fashioned, quaint, and almost incomprehensible Scotch 
legal phraseology, it amounted to this: that his court 
namely: the Court of Session—was not the proper 
tribunal to deal with questions of legitimacy and that 
the only court competent to deal with the matter was 
that of chancery: - 

So-the whole case would have to be heard over again 
‘before another judge. Undismayed by this, Alexander 
Bosville at once began another action, this time in the 
Chancery court. But Lord Macdonald has thrown up 
the sponge on the score of expense, and therefore Alex- 
ander Bosville will from henceforth become Sir Alex- 
ander Bosville Macdonald and head of the Macdonald 
family.

Like Lord Macdonald, Alexander Bosville, the squire 
of Thorpe hall, Is a lineal descendant of the lord of the 
isles of Sir Walter Scott's poem “The Heir of the 
Mighty Somerled.“ Somerled was a real and independ- 
ent chieftain who ruled like a king over the isles and 
Argyll in the twelfth century. His dominions were di- 
vided at his death between his two sons, and from them 
came the lords of the isles and the lords of Lorne. 

The lord of the isles of the time of Robert Bruce 
was named Angus Og and was styled the lord of Innis- 
gal—that is to say, lord of the islands of Gael, or the 
Hebrides. Sir Walter Scott calls him Ronald, for the 
poetical reason that this name was prettier. The 
grandson of Angus was named Donald, and his de- 
scendants were called Macdonald. 

The lords of the isles were practically independent 
until the time of Alexander, who was defeated at the 
battle of Lochaber in 1429 and reduced to abject sub- 
mission by James I. of Scotland. The last of the non- 
royal lords of the isles was John, who was likewise 
earl of Ross. He was deprived of his honors for rebel- 
lion against James II. of Scotland. 

Some of them were restored to him on his reconcilia- 
tion with the crown, but not the title of lord of the 
isles, which was retained 1 the king and which has 
been, since the union of the English and Scottish 
crowns, one of the most highly prized titles of the 
prince of Wales. Sir Donald Macdonald, who was 
chieftain of the clan in the days of James I. of Eng- 
land, received @ baronetcy, which is second in point of 
seniority in the kingdom of Scotland. 

Flora Macdonald, the heroine in the escape of the 
young pretender jn the Jacobite rebellion of 1745, was 
a niece of the seventh baronet, who himself took no 
part in the rising but who entertained Dr. Johnson and 
Boswell on their ee N in Scotland at his castle 
of Armidale. .

MORE RIOTING IN BOGOTA; 
U. S. LEGATION STILL GUARDED 


Troubles Due to Feeling Against Amer- 
icans Who Control Street Railway 
Property—Employes’ Homes Stoned. 


BOGOTA, Colombia, March 17.—An at- 
tempt to renew the street railway service 
yesterday caused more street rioting. Thus 
far the mob has respected the American lega- 
tion, which is under police guard. A Colom- 
bians employed by the American company 
owning the railway system are in danger. 

The Bogota City railway company is com- 
posed of Americans who received a conces 
sion from former President Reyes. The 
granting ot the concession proved unpopular, 
and on March 7 a mob attacked the cars of 
the company and eventually forced a ssupen- 
sion of traffic. 

At the sefne time the American legation 
was stoned. Through the intervention of 
American Minister Northcott the violence 
ceased for a time, but was renewed when the 
company sought to restore its service. 

The home of the Colombians employed by 
the company and the offices in which some of 
them have headquarters were stoned and 
much damage done. 

The authorities have acted energetically in 
protecting the American legation and pri- 
vate property, which thus far have not been 
molested by the rioters.

Far from being delayed 
in their studies, the children in the second grade, 
working only from 9 to 11, are more advanced 
than they would be in an ordinary school, al- 
though instruction has been given entirely in the 
foreign language. They, follow as easily lessons 
in geography anu elementary sciences as if these 
were delivered in English, . 


The parents are confident that next year the 


third grade pupils will know how to read Eng- 
lish more fluently than if they had begun it the 
first year, the foreign language having drilled 
them in difficult combinations of letters. 

The belief that in our modern life fluency of 
conversation in foreign languages has become a 
necessary accomplishment, ‘the experiment is 
being watched with interest. “°° ©

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Centuries in Bulgaria 
Fail to Change Tartars.

* @ ARNA, Bulgaria, Dec. 24.—-Varna, with its 
37,000 inhabitants, presents a corrugated 
surface, in no particular spot rising to 
eminence,- but in the object lesson it holds 
‘for the United States worth looking at 

Like tantza, the Roumanian port on the 

Black- sea to the north, it is characteristic of 
nothing in particular, and, le Constantza and 
the rest ot the Balkans, is in process of trans- 
formation. Money has not deen spent lavishly 
here as at Constantza, nor, judging from the 
ships lying in the harbor, is its trade so great. 
There is an indescribable something about all 
seaport towns which links them with the world 
of trade and commerce and gives them collec- 
tively a flavor and an atmosphere all own. 
The seaport town of any country possesses the 
essential characters, as a rule, of the country in 
which it is situated plus those which result from 
the demands of the men of the ships which enter 
its port. Go into any European port or port of 
the world at large frequented by American sail- 
crs and you can Duy plug tobacco; five miles in- 
land they never heard of it. Commerce here is 
largely in the hands of the Greeks and Arme- 
nians, as we found it in Galatz and Braila.

There are Tartar and Kumanian 
villages in eastern Bulgaria and in the prov- 
ince of Dobrodja, in Roumania, which remain 
today in physical characteristics, language, and 
even in traits of culture, both mental and ma- 
terial, as much foreign elements as if they had 
been transferred but yesterday. 

The upper erust in modern society mixes, that 
of one country with another, and all within the 
group attempt to look like each other as much 
as possible by imitating the styles and fashions 
of the leaders within the group. But the lower 
stratum remains pretty much the same. If one 
would understand the difference in speech, man- 
ners and customs one encounters in England as 
one travels from the north to the south one 
must know thé history of England. Only when 
we know this history can we understand what 
we see, and only from such knowledge can we 
realize the persistence’ of traits of culture, of 
language, and of blood. 

There is one thing which changes culture 
faster than any other—that is religion. The 
change in the culture of those of southeastern 
‘Europe who have become Mohammedans is a 
good illustration. In a certain sense it changes 
their whole conception of life. It alters their 
style of dress, of house, of daily habits. This 
furnishes an additional illustration of the fact 


that people change in their culture when they 


want to: But before the catual change takes 
place there must have been a change in attitude. 


European Contempt of America. 

I think we in America are inclined to believe 
that the mere fact of immigration proves the 
willingness. and desire of the emigrant to be- 
come American.

Mr. Wolfe remained unmoved by 
appeals. and insisted that the company could 
not stultify itself by reémploying the 173 
men. Pratt, having been informed by E. E. 
Greenawalt, president of the State Federa- 
tion of Labor. that a state wide strike would 


be ordered for Monday, March 21, in case the 


company remained obdurate, pressed his de- 
mands with confidence. No other issue re- 
mained between the company and the men, 
but the one mentioned could not be got over. 
As soon as Greenawalt was told that the 
agreement seemed unlikely he telegraphed 
orders to all unions affiliated with the State 
Federation of Labor to go on strike on Mon- 
day next. The order advances the ste 
sympathetic strike four days. The call orig- 
inally named March 25.

Arguments All in Opposition. 

The arguments which have been made by 
persons skilled in finance have all. been 
against postal savings. After the commit- 
tee of the American Bankers’ association 
had presented its case today O. M. W. 
Sprague, professor of banking at Harvard, 
expressed a desire that the consideration of 
the whole matter might be deferred until a 
savings system for national banks could 
be worked out in legislation. 

But if a postal bank must be established, 
he urged that the maximum account be lim- 
ited to for each depositor, and he pre- 
ferred that no interest be paid. 

In answer to a question from the commit- 
tee he acknowledged that the purpose he 
had in mind could be accomplished just as 
readily by the issue without charge of postal 
money orders payable to persons applying 
for them. 

In view of the known attitude of the cam- 
mittee and of the apparent lack of interest 
it is possible that the measure will be fur- 
ther limited in some such way as this before 
it reaches the house. 

Lucius Tiller, president of the Chicago 
Savings Bank and Trust company, thus in- 
terpreted the small representation before 
the committee: 

The general public is not interested in 
urging the establishment of posta) savings 
banks. That is amply demonstrated by the 
lack of attendance at these important hear- 


ings. _ 
Says Demand Is Limited. 

„There are only a limited number of per- 
sons who want postal savings banks. All 
others are satisfied with the present banking 
facilities and the promise of their future 
development. What they want is that the 
banks shall be most carefully supervised 
in the interest of depositors, and that is 
what the bankers want, too. 

“Tt would have been possible for our com- 
mittee to have brought here a large repre- 
sentation of bankers. We believed the post- 
‘office committee would be Impressed by solid 
argument rather than by numbers. For that 
reason we brought only a few bankers, but 
these had made a careful study of postal 
savings and were able to speak with author- 
ity concerning the bearing of this question 
on different parts of the country.”

“In my own party a queer condition exists 
and, in consequence, every one is seized just 
now with a desire to clean house.

Mr. Nagel said it was assumed in many 
quarters that federal 
croaching on state rights. * 

It had seemed to him, however, that we 
dwell too much on the line of cleavage be- 
tween the two authorities, which, after all, go 
to make up one government. Fair consider- 
ation for the jurisdiction of each would be 
more to. the point. 

The secretary discussed the growth of 
federalgauthority since the organization of 
the government, and declared that today the 
demand for national regulatfon and for na- 
tional, aid is universal. 

It comes," Mr. Nagel said, not from 
those officials who may be immediately 
charged with the responsibilities of national 
government, but as a ground swell from the 
people themselves. Even in the south; where 
the majority still votes on one day in the 
year, for a denia) of national authority, all 
other days are devoted to a demand for na- 
tional aid. 


Near Brink of Ownership. 

In the more general field of regulation, 
including railroad rates and management, the 
protection of labor, the character of foods 
as subjects of interstate commerce, we have 
traveled to the brink of ownership itself, 
sustained by the demand of the people. And 
yet in the face of this there is a common 
protest against centralization. 

“Tt has been urged that much of this 
growth of national authority is to be at- 
tributed to the neglect of the states, In my 
judgment that explanation is only partly 
true. I do not believe that so far the federal 
government has undertaken to regulate or to 
control in any fleld which might have been 
left to the states with safety or success. 


Great Need Is Co-operation. 

To my mind we have been too much con- 
cerned to define and to guard the boundary 
line across which neither authority „pass. 
It ought, instead, to be our real care to find 
the means by which these two authorities 
may advantageously coGperate. In my judg- 
ment the great need of the day is tolerant 
and intelligent codperation between the two 
authorities, federal and.state. 

“Tam persuaded that many, if not all, the 
conditions with which the federal government 
now is grappling have outgrown both the 
boundary and the power of the individual 
state; and that the operations of the federal 
government are mothing but the legitimate 
outgrowth of necessity, and the fair and rea- 
sonable employment of vested authority, 

To me it is a matter of satisfaction that 
the states will at al times have more than 
enough to do. There is a domain of govern- 
ment which, aS long as this constitution 
stands, federal authority can never invade, 
and which must always be left to the control 
of the individual state.“

New Yorker Declares 
Trust“ Could Not Possibly

Washington, D. C., March 17.—Like the re- 
tallers, the meat packers disclaim responsi- 
bility for the increased cost of meat and its 
| products. . 

Witnesses today before the senate com- 
mittee which is investigating the cost of 
Uving discussed the situation from the pack- 
ers’ point of view and expressed the opinion 
that the farmers were enjoying all of * 
benefits of the high prices. 

George L. McCarthy of New York, secre- 
tary of the American Meat Packers’ associa- 


tion, declared the meat inspection law had 


been an important factor in increasing prices. 
He said that out of the 923 slaughterin 
houses in existence before the law went info 
effect, more than 600 had given up 
interstate business rather than submit tothe 
augmented expense involved in government 
inspection. 


Witness Arouses Senator Clarke. 

“Then those 600 packers would prefer to 
keep filthy slaughtering houses and gell the 
people tubercular meat rather than submit 
to government inspection?’ inquired Sen- 
ator Clarke of Arkansas. 

McCarthy answered the question by de- 
claring that did ot apply to the more than 
300 which had government inspection. He 
said this cost the packer \ of a cent a pound 
on his products and was in a measure re- 
sponsible for the higher. price to the con- 
sumer. 

The witness did not believe a “ bigs trust 
existed and said he did not think such a 
combination could livé a week because of 
the competition of the smaller packers. He 
denied that American packers were selling 
meat cheaper abroad than at home. 


Committee Appears Skeptical. 

The committee earlier had endeavored to 
learn from Charles Rohe of New York, presi- 
dent of the American Meat Packers’ asso- 
ciation, the purposes of the organization. 

The witness appeared unable to convince 
the committee of his candor when he de- 
clared it had no other object than the bring- 
ing together of packers, small and large, for 
the discussion of matters pertaining to the 
manufacturing of their products. 

Rohe said the high price of pork was due 
to the small amount raised and the increased 
pogulation and that the packers had to put 
up the price in order to get even a fair profit. 

McCarthy said that prices were a tabooed 
subject at all the meetings of the associa- 
tion. He confirmed Rohe’s statement that

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MERCHANT SLAIN 
WITH A STILETTO 


Murder of Carmelo Capris Is 
Like That of Wiltshire in 
Many Particulars. 


MEN SEE ASSASSIN FLEE. 


— 


Revenge Seemingly the Motive, 
No Attempt at Robbery 
Having Been Made.

Fighting for his life Carmelo Capris, an 
Italan merchant, was stabbed to death at 
1:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon in one of 
the rear rooms of his store and dwelling at 
1161 Larrabee street. The murder wes simi- 
lar in detail and lack of apparent motive to 
the murder of Charles E. Wiltshire, the 
glove manufacturer, who was slain in his 
office at 458 North Halsted street Feb. 11. 

As in the Wiltshire e the murderer es- 
caped. He left beh him a claspknife 
stiletto imbedded in the neck of his victim. 
The slayer of Wiltshire in his haste dropped 
the sheath of a stiletto, which was found by | 
the police. 

Both murders were unusual in the barbar- 

ity of the assailant. Wiltshire’s body was 
disfigured with forty stiletto cuts. His face 
and neck were hacked as if the murderer 
wae seeking revenge. 
Capri wes mutilatd similarly. There were 
eight cuts on his face, neck, and hands. The 
cute on his hands were evidently made when 
he fought off his murderer. Four deep cuts 
were found in his neck, any one of which 
might have produced death. The jugular 
vein was severed. 


Victim’s Money Not Taken. 

There was a deep cut under the left eye 
similar’ to one of the wounds received by 
Wiltshire. Capris evidently fought for his 
life until he bled to death, as did Wiltshire. 
In one of his pockets $186.02 was found. If 
his assailant intended to rob him he was 
frightened away before he accomplished his 
purpose. As far as could be learned by a 
search of the premises, nothing had been 
touched by the murderer: 

In the murder of Wiltshire money which 
he had in hie pockets and in the drawers of 
his unlocked desk was not touched. No defi- 
nite clew ever has been found to the mur- 
derer of Wiltshire. Investigation of Wilt- 
phire’s Mfe did not bring forth anything that 
showed he had any enemies. 


Cries for Help Heard. 
Capt., Rehm of the East Chicago avenue 
police station, who was in charge of the in- 
vestigation of the Capris murder, said he be- 
lieved the murderer had a mania for cutting 


and slashing his victims. He doubted that 


robbery was the motive. 

As in the Wiltshire case, the murder oc- 
curred when there were many people in the 
street and in the building. A dozen men heard 
the noise of the scuffiing in the little dark 
room in the basement and cries for help. 

Afro Groe, Frank Labrinso,, and Jo- 
geph Andreo, who lived in the rear of the 
store, were locked up in the Chicago avenue 
station as witnesses: Andreo told Capt. 
Rehm that he heard some one cailing in, 


Itallan for help: He was in time to see the 


murderer running down the street, and fol- 
lowed him for several blocks. Henry Miles, 
602 West Division street, and John Lutz, 1044 
Wells street, were standing across the street 
from the store when the slayer ran out. They 
also followed him, but were outdistanced by 
the runner. 

The chase was taken up by several hundred 
men and women. The murderer ran to Hob- 
bie street in Larrabee street and then turned 
east. 7 

Alleged Victim of Vendetta. 

An Itelian who refused to tell his name 
called up the Bast Chicago avenue station 
hy telephone at night and said Capris was 
the victim of a vendetta declared against 
him in New York City. He said that was 
the reason Capris left New York and came 
to Chicago, where he was unknown. 

Lieut. Damann said the Italians inthe north 
side Italian quarter were afraid to give the 
police information,. because of the almost 
certaim vengeance to follow. In order to 
secure @ line on Italian criminals he has asked 
the law abiding Italians to (ip off the po- 
lice by telephone any informaton they have 
without giving their names. The district in 
which the murder occurred has been the 
scene of many aimftlar crimes within the last. 
ten years, few of which have ever been solved 
by the police. 

Capris came to Chicago nine days ago from 
New York City, where he had been living for 

some time. He is said to have left a wife and 
children there. Hé was about 37 years oid, 
and unusually large and strong for an 


Italian, 
Armed to Resist Attack. 

In a closet in the store was found a revol- 
ver loaded and ready for use. A butcher 
knife was found by the police under Capris’ 
pillow in the roomin which he slept. He may 
have received some intimation that he would 
be attacked, the police say, and had armed 
himself. 

Joe Camello, 2690 West Chicago avenue, 
from whom Capris rented the store, said he 
knew nothing about Capris. Letters and pa- 
pers found in Capris’ trunk wers taken to the 
Chicago avenue police station. They con- 
tained no black hand letters and were all of a 
personal nature. s were found show- 
ing that he came to this country from Paler- 
mo, Italy. 

Twenty-five detectives, including two Ital- 
fans, were put on the case by Inspector Re- 
vere.

DR. MYERS TO GO TO AFRICA 


Will Decide Whether Baptists 
Are to Withdraw Missionaries. 


MAY GIVE UP HIS PULPIT, 


Given Leave of Absence, but Hints He 
Will Not Return. 


The Rev. Johnston Myers, pastor of Im- 
manuel Baptist church, is soon to leave for 
the heart of Africa to determine whether 
Baptists ought to withdraw their mission 
aries from that continent. He will leave on 
Apri) 1 as head of a commission of three sent 
out by the Baptist Missionaries’ union. 

The other members are Joseph Clark, the 
missionary who attained prominence through 
‘his controversy with Prof. Frederick Starr 

ver conditions in the Congo, and a Mr. Fer- 
guson of England. The sum of 885,000 has 
been voted for carrying on the work, which is 
to last seven months. 

The party will go 1,500 miles into Congo 
territory, and then will penetrate still farther 
through Sudan. The Immanue) 
church granted Dr. Myers a leave of absence 
following his announcement several days ago 
that he. desired to male the investigation, 
and he yesterday definitely agreed to under- 
take the task. The minister tendered his res- 
ignation, but it was declined by the church 
members after a spirited argument. 

Hands In His Resignation. 

While considering the appointment Dr. 
Myers talked over the probability of his ac- 
ceptance with several members of the con- 
gregation, and they advised him not to take 
up the work. They even told him they would 
not allow him to drop his church work for 
such a purpose. 

Dr. Myers scented trouble and prepared his 
resignation in advance. Heopened the meet- 
ing of the church authorities by explaining 
the nature of the investigations. Immediate- 
ly opposition arose. Thereupon Dr. Myers 
laid his resignation before the body. 

“TI felt, as I still feel, that my usefulness 
with the church is at an end,“ said Dr. Myers 
yesterday. “I have served here fifteen 
years, and am now over 50 years old. Be- 
sides, there is an element in the church which 
does not want me. I want to retire.” 


May Not Return to Pulpit. 


While the veteran minister abided by the 
leave of absence arrangement, he said he 

robabiy would not return to his pulpit duties, 
or if he did would not remain more than a 
year. 

It may be I will returns with a new out- 
look.“ he declared. “In sending me to Africa 
the Baptist union desires to get the opinions 
of one other than a missionary. .I may decide 
to extend Baptist missions in the Congo 
and other regions, or I may advocate taking 
our missionariés away from there.“ 

In the absence of Dr. Myers the Rev. James 
Goodman will occupy the pulpit until another 
ig chosen. \

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PATTEN TELLS OF “BOOING” 


No Violence Offered Chicagoan 
on Manchester Exchange. 


DOESN’T HARBOR ILL WILL. 


Took Him Some Time to Realize What 
English Cries Meant. 


New York, March 17.—James A. Patten, the 
Chicago speculator, who arrived tonight from 
Liverpool, explained in detail his booing ”’ 
on the Manchester exchange. 

“There was no violence offered me, he 
said. “The story has traveled 3,000 miles, 
and I understand that the farther a story 
travels the bigger it grows. Here is the truth 
of the whole incident. 

In the first place the Manchester exchange 
ig not a cotton exchange exclusively but a 
genera) board of trade to which merchants of 
every variety belong. I was escorted onto 
the floor of the exchange by Mr. James 
Brown, one of the oldest and largest cotton 
spinners of Great Britain. I noticed that the 
crowd looked me over curiously, as if to see 
whether I had horns on my head or not. 


Didn't Understand Cries of Boo!“ 

“Then I began to hear cries of Boo!“ 
which I did not in the least understand until 
by physical preseure it was borne in on me 
that the crowd meant to push me out of 
the exchange. We were jostled and pressed 
for about seventy-five feet, I should say, be- 
fore we turned to the door of our ow voll- 
tion, and walked out into the street. The 
crowd followed me shouting, ‘ Yankee 

Mr. Brown led me across the str and 
upstairs into a private office, where later 
various prominent members of the exchange 
and several large exporters called on me to 
exprees their regrets. : 

In order to understand the action of the 
exchange it is necessary first to know that 
the membership, so far as the cotton mille 
are concerned, is largely made up of factory 
managers, and that these managers are in 
great part raw Lancashire and Yorkshire 
men who have never had any commercial 
training or any contact with the outside 
world of affairs. They know how to run the 
mills, and that is all. 

Therefore, wheh many of the mills were 
forced to close down because of the high 
price of cotton, these managers attributed the 
depression in the trade to me exclusively. 
I attach no significance to the incident, and I 
hold no Ill feeling whatsoever. 


Kind Words for Liverpool. 

„My position before the cotton trade of 
Great Britain at large is better explained, I 
believe, by the action of the Liverpool ex- 
change which offered me a reception subse- 
quent to the Manchester episode, with a view 
of discounting it, both for the American end 
the British public. The Liverpool cotton men 
are well informed and broad minded. I did 
not accept their invitation, because, on sec- 
ond thought, I feared it might seem to mag- 
nify the affair.”

L. B. Patterson Learned He Was Want- 
ed in New Jersey, So Went and Left 
Process Server in Lurch.

How Frank Bennett, process server for Hud - 
son county, N. J., sought fer days in vain for 
Lemuel B. Patterson, the packer, called upon 
the whole Chicago police force, and then 
found. through the activity Of Mayor Busse, 
that.

$1.65 a dozen; thirty quarts of string, beans 
were held at 25 to $2.50; one bushel box 
of green onions ‘cost $1 to $1.50; celery could 
be had at 50 cents for a dozen stalks, and 
thirty heads of cabbage in a barrel were ob- 
tainable: at $1.50. All these prices were 
30 to 50 per cent lower than the figures at 
which these same vegetables were held at 
a year ago.

Railroad officials are congratulating them- 
selves upon having cleared the congestion 
at terminals and on sidings after one of the 
most strenuous periods of operation in their | 
history, which is estimated to have cost the 
roads nearly $20,000,000 in the space of a 
few weeks. Scarcely more than a month 
ago practically every road entering Chicago 
was congested to such an extent that the 
task of preparing for normal traffic in a rea- 
sonable time seemed almost hopeless.

Extra men were 
hired and the regular forces knew no rest 
for weeks.
